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mon’ faith here yesterday, by Indian 
Interpreter Lee, from Grantsville, and 
three others whom he deputized as 
assistants ; sixty minutes were con- 
sumed in the operation, a heavy rain 
prevailing at the time.” 

The interpreter mentioned in the 
foregoing is Elder William Lee, of 
Grantsville, and the assistants alluded 
to were Elders William H. Lee, of 
Tooele (not a relative of the other), 
Edwin Tadlock, President of the Dee 
Creek Branch of the Church, an 
James Worthington, of the latter 
place. 

The circumstances which led to the 
sending of that dispatch to the News 
should be interesting to every Latter- 
Saint, as showing y that, the 
Lord is working visibly among the 
remnant of His people, in fulfilment 
of the predictions concerning them, 
and in confirmation of His promises 
te their fathers. The writer will give 
them, as accurately as his memory 
will serve him, as he received them 
from the lips of Elder William Lee 
and as he assured him he had receiv 
them from the * of Torbuka, a lead- 
ing chief of the Goshites. The 
nartation has also been confirmed to 
the writer by other parties more or 
less acquainted with the incidents. 

It appears that some time last spring 
Torbuka and the greater portion of his 
band were encamped some distance 
west of Deep Creek, and that one 
night he had a singular and very 
‘anger dream, in which he thought 

e saw s beautiful meadow, through 
which flowed a fine stream of clear 
water. He thought he saw Elder Loe, 
who told him that himself and people 
must wash in that stream. the 

wrning when he awoke he had very 

@asant feelings. He arose, and, as 
thére was a creek near by, he told his 
people they must go and wash them- 


selves in it, and they did so, he doing 
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stranger, addressed Torbuka, the 
substance of his words being that the 
time had come for the Indians to be 
buried in water, baptized ; that the 
** Mormons” were their friends; that 
they had a book which told about their 
fathers, that Brigham held communion 
with God, and they must hear him. 
He also told Torbuka that the enemies 
of the Indians had driven, robbed, 
plundered and abused them, but that 
the time when their enemies could do 
that was nearly past,.that the time 
had almost artived when those who 
had wronged them would be like the 
dry wood upon the mountains, that 
would be consumed, and they,” the 
Indians, “ would walk over the ashes.” 

The stranger then left, and Torbuka, 
being eurious to know in what direo- 
tion he had gone, walked towards the 
corner of a bluff, around which the 
personage had turned, but when he 
reached that point, so that he could 
see the open country, the stranger had 

isap but in what manner 
Torbuka did not know. 

After this two personages togetber 
visited Torbuka in the same manner, 
and, after repeating what the first 
visitor had said, word for word, de- 
parted in the same manner. Torboka 
said that one of the two was oonsider- 
1 taller than the other. 

ubsequently one of the personages 
ap again to Torbuka, making 
the third visitation, and the things 
that had been uttered at the two pre- 
vious visits were exactly repeated. | 

The writer understood from brother 
Lee, that the most of the forégoing . 
was related by Torbuka himself, in the 
vestry of the Grantaville Meeting 
House, in the presence of several bre- 
thren, brother Lee interpreting. 

Those were the incidents that led to 
the subsequent circumstances which 
caused the sending of the dispatch to 
the News; for after those plain mani- 
festations Torbuka soon made up his 
gathered as many o ple together 
as he could * and started for Deep 
Creek. On arriving there, about the 
latter end of May, he a dispatch 
to be sent to Interpreter William Lee, 
at Grantsville, asking him to come te 
him, as and people were wait- 
ing to hear what he te say, and to 
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-do as he should advise. they were eight years old, but that 


By counsel of Bishop John Row- 
berry, brother William H. Lee took 
his team and wagon and went with 
brother William Lee, interpreter, to 
Deep Creek, where they found Torbuka 
and his people awaiting their arrival. 

Interpreter Loe preached the Gospel 
to them, explaining the principles 
thereof in as simple a manner as he 
could, to meet their capacities. At 
the conclusion of his remarks he said 
to them: All you who wish to do as 
I have told you, according to the com- 
mands of the Great Spirit,” or woris 
to that effect, ‘‘follow me!” and he 
walked off towards a stream about 
half a mile distant, and was followed 
by all the members of the tribe present, 
men, women and children. 

On arriving at the stream one of the 
brethren went into the: water, while 
the others stood on the bank, and 
while he in the water baptized the 
Lamanites in the name of the Father, 
Son and Holy Ghost, by authority 
from Jesus Ohrist, as they went for 
ward, those Who stood on the bank 
confirmed them by the ordinance of 
the laying on of hands, those confirmed 

seated on a chair, which had 
been taken there for the purpose, while 
the ordinance was attended to. 
80 much in earnest were these poor 
2 that the women actually 
Reld out their little children to the 
Elder who was in the water that he 
might baptize them also, and were 
only satistied when they were informed 
that children were not baptized until 


they could be blessed by the servants 
of God, and afterwards the little ones 
were taken in the arms of those Elders 
and bleased. 

While the baptisms and confirma- 
tions were préceeding, as stated in the 
dispatch, the rain commenced to pour 
down, but this was not heeded, and 
the good work went on until all had 
been brought into the fold by the door 
of baptism, after the likeness of the 
burial of our Lord and Savior Jesus 
Christ, and coming up out of the water 
after the likeness of His resurrection. 

Those Lamanites rejoiced, as did 
also the brethren who administered to 
them the sacred ordinance of the 
Gospel, a spirit of peaceful solemnity 
resting upon all. 

Besides the baptizing and confirm- 
ing of ever a hundred of those people, 
as above déscribed, seven of the most 
intelligent of the men were ordained 
Elders, and instructed in the duties of 
the calling of that office, and sub- 
sequent events give every indication 
that they have been very industrions 
and zealous in telling their brethren 
in various parts of the things they had 
received, 

As Elders William Lee and William 
H. Lee were passing through Scull 
Valley on their return home on the 
7th of June, they met with fifteen 
ethers of the tribe, whom they then 
baptized and confirmed, administered 
the sacrament of the Lord's supper 0 
them, and blessed their children.

POLYGAMY.

Salt Lake City, Jan. 1875. 

Axe plural families still increasing 
at Salt Lake in spite of hostile senti- 
ment and repressive law ? 

At first blush, it might seem an easy 
thing to answer yea or nay. Such 
high events as marriages and sealings 
must be matters of record, and the 
Church books used to show the actual 
state of facts. But I have sought in 
vain for any official detail. | 


Are plural families increasing or 
diminishing in your Church?” I ask 
Apostle Taylor, as we wander through 
the Temple block. ‘‘ Increasing sure- 
ly,” he replies, with a sort of gentle 
snap; Why not? It is the will of 
heaven ; we have to live our faith out 
openly befere the world ; and all good 
— are trying to obey the will of 
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my old acquaintance seem falling into 
Gentile ways of thought, and into 
Gentile ways of life. There’s Jen- 
nings. When I first knew him, he 
had two wives, and people told me he 
was likely to seal two more at least. I 
find him living with a single wife. One 
lady is dead. but he has not taken 
another into her place.” 

„Woll, in the eity you may note 
such cases ; for a Gentile influence has 
been creeping in no doubt ; and busi- 
ness people are the first to see things 
by the worldly eye. But in the coun- 
try you will find a pastoral people, 
eager to fulfill the law and to accept 
the blessings offered to obedient 
Saints.” 

„Jou mean to infer that the rich 
are giving up pelygamy, and the poor 
are taking to it?” 

„No, we should not like to put the 
matter so. Some worldly men are 
weary of obedience to the law, while 
others, pure in heart and true in faith, 
are ready to assume their cross.” 

On every side I find good evidence 
that the practice of polygamy is chang- 
ing ground, but do not see as yet much 
evidence that the number of plural 
households is diminishing. Eight 
years ago, there were about five hun- 
dred polygamous husbands living in 
this Territory. I think the numbers 
may be still about the same. This is 
the fact of facts. 

Apart from the habit of sealin 
wives, which is a practical invasion o 
his neighbor's right, the Mormon set- 
tler is a man not unlikely to stand 
high in the opinion of his fellow-set- 
tlers. As a grower of corn, as à raiser 
of stock, and as a hewer of wood, he 
has very few equals on the western 
bank of the Missouri river. Taki 
men in the rough, he bears a g 
name for fair and square dealing, and 
in the market-place his word is worth 
at least as much as that of other men 
who buy and sell. Nobody cares for 
his mere opinion. In America the 
Constitution and the public sentiment 
are dead against intruding on the 
ground of creeds. A Mormon might 
give his heart to Joseph, to the sword 
of Laban, to the golden spectacles, and 
other mysteries of his Church, without 
exciting à single female’s protest or a 
single miner's curse. It is the sealing 
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and secluding of women that provoke 
impatience with the Saints. Look, 
sir |” cries s Gentile across the table, 
is it right for a fellow to have twenty 
wives! I tell you, sir, this Mormon- 
ism is our shame, and we must wipe it 
out.” The gentleman swears a fearful 
oath, which need not be reported ; 
but there glares an emphasis from his 
eyes more marked than anything in 
to him 
about the course of law; his anger is 
too hot. You cannot reason with a 
lightning flash. 

For several years the public law and 

ublic force of the United States have 

n directed at polygamy in Utah. 

Means both fair and unfair have been 
tried. Grave mon have often had to 
shake their heads about the course 
adopted towards offending Saints. In 
the first place, exceptional legislation 
has been used ; and in a free country, 
governed by majorities of votes, ex- 
ceptional legislation is often a danger 
always an offence. It looks as thou 
the law would not suffice. In the se- 
cond place, a camp has been esta- 
blished near the New Jerusalem; an 
American city, with a natural claim to 
live according to the will of the majo- 
rity of citizens: This camp has been 
established, with the object, openly 
avowed, of preventing the majority 
of citizens from living by their own 
lights; and therefore is, in free 
America, an utterly abnormal fact. 
In the i the common law, 
including trial by jury, has been prac- 
tically suspended in this Territory—for 
a denizen in Salt Lake City is not, as 
in other parts of the United States, 
allowed fair trial before his neighbors 
and his peers. These things suggest 


| the failure of attempts at government 


for the people by the people; there- 
fore, the failure of American institu- 
tions! Nor can a serious thinker tell 


where the reformers may be good 


enough te stop. A Western man, whe 
has been named to me as not unlikely 
to be some day made governor of Utah, 
cries to me, acress the dinner table, 
Sir, we are a law-abiding people, 
and, by —— sir, we will cleanse the 
place by fire and sword. You would 
employ force instead of law?” Tes, 
Id hang them all, and burn their 
houses to the ground.” Without 
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trial, proof, and condemnation ? 1. 


„Ves, — them! They're a set of 
outlaws: They have no right to be 
tried by any court. They’re only got 
to be swept out.” A man, who is a 
candidate for public honors, tells me 
he has a plan for putting this polygamy 
down ; he would simply close the ports. 
A merchant, who is present, starts at 
this idea—‘‘ That would be against our 
policy.” „Then —— our pub- 
ic policy,” exclaims the hot reformer; 
Tall these Mormons come to us from 
Liverpool, and I would close the ports 
against them.” A lady asks him how 
he would know them. Easily,“ he 
cries: ‘‘I would put them on oath, 
and I would send back every man and 
woman whocould not answersquarely.” 
„That,“ says one of our neighbors, 
** would be contrary to the very first 
article of our constitution.“ Would 
it? Then —— the constitution.” 
Serious men may well despond on 
finding such things done, such senti- 
ments expressed. A man who loves 
liberty must feel that an exceptional 
law, a military post, and a practical 
suspension of trial by jury, are dis- 
astrous facts; sad evidence that, in the 
= to which they apply, the theory 
of popular government has broken 
down. America is a democratic coun- 
try, where the law for one is supposed 
to be good law for all. One vicious 
principle, though introduced with pure 
intentions, may be fatal to the common 
weal. A little leaven leaveneth the 
jump. A system made for Utah may 
be carried into Arizona or Colorade. 
‘Who, indeed, can say with certainty 
that the system of governing by the 
sword instead of the popular will, may 
not be introduced into every state and 
city of the South! 
nsidering how much pure senti- 
ment has been enlisted in the cause, I 
cannot say that the interference of 
judge and soldier in the. Mormon 
omestead has been happy. Twelve 
years ago, Congress passed the first 
exceptional law against polygamy ; an 
act well meant, but faultily conceived 
‘and still more faultily framed. It had 
the flaw of being designed to punish 
past offences. The moment it was 
igned, the Mormons challenged a 
direct and public issue on its leading 
clauses; a challenge which the law 


officers of the United States in Utah 
found it necessary to refuse. No 
doubt, their difficulties were very great, 
for the act was meant to punish a man 
for having married two or more wo- 
men; and marriage is an act which 
has been carefully defined by law. 
Sealing is not marriage in the legal 
sense, and proof that a man is sealed 
to several women is no evidence that 
he is married to more than one. In 
order to remove this obstacle, the 
Mormons offered their enemies a case. 
One of the Elders undertook to con- 
fess his marriage to more than one 
woman, so that legal proof of his of- 
fence would not be required. Brigham 
and his court of Bishops were so con- 
fident that the act was contrary to the 
Constitution, therefore null and void, 
that they were willing to vacate their 
strong position of defence and come 
into the open, where the contest might 
be fought on the mere ground of law. 
They wanted the decision of a Gentile 
jadge in Utah, so that they might carry 
an ap into the Supreme Court of 
the United States. The local magis- 
trates’ officers declined this offer, giv- 
ing as their reasons that they had to 
wait instructions from their legal 
chiefs. Instructions never came, and 
so the law was left a mere dead-letter 
on the statute books. I verified these 
facts myself in Washington. Both 
Chase and Seward told me, in effect, 
that there were doubts about the act, 
and Government. was afraid of an 
appeal. To this day nothing has been 
done to put it to the test. A practical 
victory for the Mormon cause. 

In lieu of this dead letter, Justice 
McKean, who came into the Territory 
with a party mandate to improve poly- 
gamy out of America, endeavored to 
entrap the Mormon Bishops and El- 
ders in the meshes of one of their own 
laws. He S up a charge against 
Daniel H. Wells, George Q. Cannon, 
Brigham Young, and others of las- 
civious cohabitation.” Hempstead, 


United States attorney for Utah, the 


proper public prosecutor for the Terri- 
tory, declined to help him. Hemp- 
stead was aware that no one in Wash- 
ington desired to have a case on poly- 

my brought before the Supreme 
Court, and the pretended lascivious 


cohabitation either meant polygamy or 
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it meant nothing. No other cha 

was on the cards. McKean thought 
otherwise. The judge, I am told, hardly 
knows a rule of law from a party cry. 
He said the Mormon Elders might be 
tried on this charge of lascivious co- 
habitation. Where was such a crime 
defined? Not in any statute book of the 
United States. Thenwhere? A Mormon 
Parliament (Legislature) had made a 
law againstimmorality oflife. But how, 
asked Hempstead, could this law be 
turned against themselves? A law is 
always to be interpreted according to 
the known intentions of the legisla- 
tors. I will interpret their inten- 
tions, said the judge. Hempstead 
resigned. McKean appointed two 
successors, under whose indictment 
warrants were issued against several 
— who wane — to * vari- 
ous charges, including the charge of 
lascivious cohabitation. Nothing came 
of this unseemly course. On an appeal 
being carried to Washington by the 
first party condemned, Chief Justice 
Chase, — eine name of his 
brethren on the bench, pronounced the 
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whole course of McKean’s 8 
in Utah to be unlawful. The parties 
in arrest were liberated, and the bails. 
of all of them discharged. The Mor- 
mon cause, including that of poly- 
gamy, secured a second triumph, and 
the Mormon Elders stood before the 
world as men who had suffered from 
an unjust judge, and had been de 
2 from their enemies by the 
power of the law. . 

They now feel themselves strong 
eneugh to take up au advanced posi- 
tion. Till the present year they were 
content to be represented at Washing- 
ton by Captain Hooper, a man who has 
never entered into polygamy. Now 
they have sent George Q. Cannon, an 
Apostle, with four wives, who stands 
upon the floor of Congress and ad- 
dresses all America in the character of 
a polygamist, in defiance of the law 
of 1862. Congress has confirmed his 
election and admitted him to his seat. 
The Mormons claim this admission as 
another triumph for their cause.—

WHAT SHALL WE DO TO BE SAVED? 


We have taken some interest in observing the various aspects of the reli- 
gious movements now going en in Liverpool under the management of Mesars. 
Moody and Sankey. We have attended two of their meetings and have care- 
fully read the reports and correspondence appearing from day to day in the 
papers concerning them. The great object of these revivalists seems to be to 
awaken in the people a desire for the salvation of their souls; certainly no 
worthier or more important subject can be found to attract the attention and 
engage the earnest inquiry and solicitude of mankind, nor that deserves a more 
candid and impartial investigation. For what will it profit a man though he 
should gain the whole world if he should lose his soul. The next object, 
which is of equal importance, is to point out the way .by which this 
matchless salvation may be obtained. Although the first may be a hercu- 
lean task—a mighty work—to break through the hardened crusts of infidelity, 
surrounding the hearts of the worldly-minded, and invade the confines of 
spiritual darkness, ignorance and sin, and catch away from eternal death as 
brands from the burning, the willing captives of these darkning powers; we 
think the second seems to be even a more difficult task, notwithstanding the 
great plainness and simplicity which are claimed as being the characteristics of 
the plan of redemption and eternal life, taking the present confused state of 
Christianity as the test. 

We have for the greater portion of our life, been an earnest inquirer after 
‘truth, and have ever endeavored to keep our mind free from prejadice and open 
te investigation and conviction. With this view we attended the services in 
Victoria Hall, on Tuesday and Wednesday evenings, and listened attentively 
and anxiously to learn the way of life, if Mr. Moody was able to teach it, but 
at the conclusion we turned away, no wiser than at the beginning. We were 
born of pious christian parents, in a christian land, and from our youth up we 
had been taught the Scriptures, believed them to be the word of God, given 
by inspiration, to be profitable for doctrine, exhortation, reproof, &., and 
that Jesus was the Christ, the Son of the living God, and the Savior of man- 
kind. Mr. Moody’s discourse on.Tuesday evening was therefore not new to 
us, nor could we derive any practical benefit from it—for, in the language of 
a certain anxious inquirer of former days— all these have I kept from my 
youth up;” therefore so far as the discourse of that evening was concerned we 
yet lacked something, which, though differing perhaps from the one thing need- 
ful in the case of the young man of the Scriptures, we felt was as absolutely 
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essential. The next evening the gentleman gave us, as he said, the other 
side of the all-important subject, which was, not only that Christ was anxiously 
and earnestly seeking after sinners, but that it was the duty of§the sinner ear- 
nestly to seek after the Savior. So far as the necessity and importance of this 
great duty was concerned they were urged with considerable force of illustra- 
tion and reason, and with marked earnestness on the part of the speaker. But 
how shall the lost seek the Savior, that they may find him -in the language 
of Scripture, ‘‘ Men and brethren what shall we do?” Mr. Moody has told us 
that all that we can do is to believe on the Lord Jesus Christ with all the 
heart.” Now if this be true, salvatien is indeed made easy, and the way is 
plain. And we de not say that salvation is not made easy or that the way is not 
plain, but reason must be justified of her children“ and knowlege is essential 
unto salvation, for ‘‘ this is life eternal, that they might know thee the only 
true God, and Jesus Christ whom thon hast sent.” This is, as we understand 
the Scriptures, and Mr. Moody, and the entire Christian world claim their 
authority from them ; they should therefore be accepted as the universal Chris- 
tian standard. 

Presuming them to be so, we will proceed to examine a few jtextsa—to some 
of which Mr. Moody has referred bearing upon the question, ‘‘ What shall we 
do to be saved.” When the young man said to the Savior, ‘‘ What good thing 
shall I do, that I may have eternal life?” The answer was not ‘‘ believe on 
the Lord Jesus Christ“ —“ but if thou wilt enter into life, keep the command- 
ments.” He evidently believed, as we do, as Mr. Moody does, as all good Chris- 
do, but this did not seem sufficient in this instance, therefore the exhortation 
to keep the commandments,—but even these he had kept from his youth up, 
then what lacked he] Was not this sufficient? No! Go and sell that thou 
hast, and give to the poor, and thou shalt have treasure in heaven.” But 
this was too much for the young man, as perhaps it would be for good Chris- 
tians now-a-days, and he turned away sorrowful for he bad much riches. Not 
that we believe the principle involved here is the actual selling and giving 
away of the property of the rich to the poor, but that implicit obedience unte 
God is meant, as well as the necessity of counting all things as filth and dress 
as compared with the excellency of the knowledge of God. 

Saul, of Tarsus, was a very wicked sinner, vile enough we think even to fill 
Mr. Moody’s idea of a sinner ripe for the cleansing blood of Christ. He was 
famous for persecuting the Saints at Jerusalem, and was the terror of all that 
called on the name of Christ. Butas he journeyed to Damascus, armed with 
authority from the high Priest, to drag, bound unto Jerusalem any of the 
disciples of Christ he might find ‘‘ whether they were men or women,” he 
was struck to the earth and heard a voice saying—‘‘ Saul why persecutest thou 
me?’ and when that voice declared I am Jesus whom thou persecutest.” 
Saul believed, was astonished, trembled and cried out, Lord what wilt thou 
have me to do?“ This was the great question, he believed with all his heart, 
he was convinced, he knew it was Christ, but what was he to do, for he was 
yet in his sins, although he had been converted and had even confessed the 
Lord. According to Mr. Moody's doctrine, he had found Christ and was 
saved. But Christ evidently did not think so. Saul was instructed to go te 
Damascus, and there he should be taught what todo. There this vital ques- 
tion should be answered. When there the Lord sent Annanias unto him, un- 
der whose administrations Saul received his sight, was filled with the Holy 
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Ghost, and was baptized. If believing—even with all the heart—was all that 
was necessary, why these ordinances and the gift of the Holy Ghost? 

When Peter came to the house of Cornelius, he asked why he had been sent 
for? Cornelius informed him that four days before, while fasting and pray- 
ing, a man stood before him clothed in bright raiment, and said, ‘‘ Cornelius, 
thy prayer is heard, and thine alms are had in remembrance in the sight of 
God.” What more need he desire? He had believed, prayed, given alms to 
the poor ; his alms and prayers had gone up for a memorial before God, and 
an angel had visited him. This was far more than good Christians hope er 
look for now ; but the angel commanded him to send for Peter. What for? 
Had he not received sufficient? According to modern teachers of theology he 
had received too much; but according to the Scriptures, Cornelius had, after 
all this, to send for Peter-—‘* Who shall tell thee words whereby thou and all 
thy house shall be saved.” He did so. Peter came, himself learning that 
God was no respecter of persons—that in every nation he that fears Him and 
works righteousness is accepted with Him. Peter knew that not only 
belief and the fear of God, but also the works of righteousness were necessary ; 
but this was not the lesson which he was sent to teach Cornelius and his 
household, Cornelius had no need of this teaching, he had feared God, had 
worked righteousness, and had been accepted before Peter came, or Peter 
would not have accepted him, for he was a Gentile. What then was the im- 
portant message that Peter bore? For, be it remembered, Peter's message 
was to be the word of life unto Cornelius and all his house, words whereby 
thou and all thy house shall be saved.” Let the Scriptures of Divine truth 
speak, and let Mr. Moody and all men obey. Peter said, Can any man 

forbid water that these should not be baptized, which have received the Holy 
Ghost as well as we? And he commanded them to be baptized in the name of 
the Lord.” Acts 10th chap. 

When Nicodemus came by night to Jesus, no doubt in his heart was the 
question, what shall I do to be saved? and began to preface the question in 
his mind by a confession of Christ. Jesus perceiving his desire, said, Ex- 
cept a man be born again he cannot see the kingdom of God ;” but Nicodemus 
did not seem to understand how this could be, so the Savior once more repeated 
his positive declaration, adding after the word born,“ of the water and of 
the Spirit,” by way of explanation as to the kind of birth required before a 
man could enter or even see the kingdom of God. Now Mr. Moody comes to 
the front and tells us this is not what is meant, ‘‘ but that whosoever believeth 
in him should not perish, but have everlasting life,” and this is all that we 
can do,” and ‘‘all that is necessary.” We cannot see why the gentleman 
might not as consistently declare that our salvation depends solely upon keep- 
ing the commandments.” ‘‘ What doth it profit, though a man say he hath 
faith and have not works? can faith save him?’ inquires the Apostle James. 
He then answers thé question, and concludes by saying, ‘‘ Ye see then how 
that by works a man is justified, and not by faith only.” Again, ‘‘ He that 
saith I know him (Christ) and keepeth not his commandments, is a liar, and 
the truth is not in him.” And again, Thou believest that there is one God, 
thou doest well, the devils also believe and tremble.” We think Mr. Moody 
would be nearer the mark if he were to preach more generally the doctrines 
of Christ and of the Bible. 

But to come to the point at once. On the day of Pentecost, when the 
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Apostles preached Jesus and him crucified, by the power and demonstration 
of the Holy Ghost, multitudes believed, being pricked in their hearts,” and 
cried out, men and brethren, what shall we do”—‘‘ they were in terrible 
earnest,” so were the disciples ; this was no time to trifle with this important 
subject ; here were anxious inquirers, earnest seekers, believers, convinced in 
their hearts. They had sought and they had found Jesus, the Son of the 
living God, yet the question asked implies unmistakably their earnest 
desire to know what to do to be saved. Was the answer, ‘‘ You have done all 
that you can do“ —“ yon are saved?” This, according to Mr. Moody, was the 
legitimate answer. But we prefer the answer given by Peter, believing him 
to be better authority. We will therefore let him speak, and will rest our 
hopes upon his answer :—‘‘ Then Peter said unto them, repent and be bap- 
tized every one of you, in the name of Jesus Christ for the remission of sins, 
and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost. For the promise is unto you 
and to your children, and to all that are afar off, even as many as the 
Lord our God shall call.”

Dear Brother,—Your welcome letter 
of Janu 14th, was gratefully re- 
ceived and duly appreciated—many 
thanks. Peace be with you. I am 
trudging along as best I can, in my 
simple and humble way, watching the 
dictates of the Spirit and trying te 

overn my movements accordingly. 
2 hopes that it will not weary your 
patience I will venture to give you a 
description of these Northern Islands. 
The Orkneys—the ‘‘ Orcades” of the 
Romans — lie off the North Coast 
of Scotland—between the 58° and 60° 
(degrees) of north latitude, and be- 
tween the 2° and 4° (degrees) of west 
longitude. (So you see that I am 
about 1,200 miles north of Salt Lake 
City, and 390 north of Liverpool, con- 
sequently there is some difference 
between the climate here in mid-win- 
ter and that of St. George ; our days 
are very short. At high water 
the islands number seventy-three—at 
low water only fifty-six, the rise and 
fall of the tide being about twelve 
feet. Twenty-nine are inhabited— 
nineteen more could support a family 
each. A fall of the tide from low 
water mark, of 30 feet, would reduce 
the number of the Islands to 23, of 60 
feet to 10, of 90 feet to 5, and of 
120 feet to one island. The highest 
hill on the group is fifteen hundred 
feet high. The population is 33,000. 
The rental valuation £64,000. 

The Shetland Islands, 90 miles off, 
bearing north-east, have about the 
same population, but the Islands being 
more barren, although having more 
surface, the rental valuation is only 


one-half, or about £32,000. Many 


of the Shetlanders are leaving for 
New Zealand and other 


The principal occupation of the 
inhabitants of both groups is farm- 
ing, fishing and knitting. The Is-' 


landers are healthy and industrio 


rather hospitable, averagely educat 


and intelligent, but very bigoted and 
much under the influence of the clergy 


and landlords. They will be a very 


fine people when prejudice is brokem 
down ; it is much modified since my 
boyhood days, and is fast tumbli 
down.
